The decision of the United State? 
supreme court, forbidding 
the “cor- 
rering” of interstate commodities i 
c.' high importance to the consumer. 
The decision directly 
affects cotton, 
but all other products are included— 
wheat, corn, oats, lard, coal, etc. The 
supreme court says the “corners” are 
in violation 
of 
the 
Sherman anti­ 
trust Jaw. Attorney General Wicker- 
sham says the decision will help to 
I ring about lower rates 
of products 
and consequently 
do 
something to­ 
ward reducing the cost of living. 
The “cornering” of products is one 
of the evils of our national life. It, is 
in plain terms a hold-up 
game, by 
which 
manipulators 
keep 
products 
out of the market to raise prices and 
then squeeze the consumers for all 
they can get. 
The “corner” is the 
enemy of legitimate business. 
The 
average producer 
doesn’t 
get any 
more for what he supplies, 
because 
he sells at the price that is current 
when the “cornering” process is on. 
The retailer, 
who 
must either buy 
from the producer 
or manipulator, 
according to the demands of his sup­ 
ply, has to pay the advance dictated 
by the manipulator 
of 
the 
comer, 
and, of course, has to charge his cus­ 
tomers accordingly. By and large no­ 
body profits but 
the 
hold-up man, 
and he gets millions out of 
his ad­ 
venture. The case in point grew out 
of the famous cotton pool in 1910, ¡11 
which James A. Patten, 
of Chicago, 
Is said to 
have 
reaped $10,0<>0,000. 
Patten is well known also in connec­ 
tion with the manipulation of wheat. 
Congress has tackled the ‘corner,’ 
and so have the legislatures of vari­ 
ous states, but without success. Now 
the supreme court has 
declared the 
Sherman law to be 
the 
means for 
suppressing this nefarious business. 
Let us all join hands and hope that 
through this decision the corner map* 
be “cornered” and stampel out.
